Bowen, representative of the United 
States and Venezuela in the Venezue- 
lan claims before The Hague tribunal 
has returned. 

During the session of the tribunal, 
hoard every jiossible 
gument in favor of 
warlike methods and every humane 
and enlightened reason why creditors 
adopting peaceable methods should not 
be held to have forfeited their rights 
to equality of treatment with belli- 
coae creditors. 

"If we were a little further advanc- 
ed in civilization," he went on, "the 
distlngniahed arbitrators doubtlen 
would have been aaked to decide that 
preferential treatment should be given 
to any creditor, it should be to those 
who refrained from reaortine to war 
and used their beat endeavora to ool- 
leot their i aime by diplomacy. But 
arbitral! •» a comparatively new 
and nntil the Venesuelan 
the nationa did not regard 
The Hague tribunal with great 
favor." 

Mr. Mi wen said tbo moat ardent 
supporters of arbitration are now quite 
in asserting that this Ven- 
in which no fewer than 
twelve nations are interested, has 
given The Hague tribunal the recog- 
nition and respect it needed as the 
supreme international court of Justice 
and peace, and that the credit for se- 
enring for it this general recognition 
due to President Roosevelt, who 
at the beginning of the con- 
tention that the matter should be 
taken to The Hague.
